Rice Refused New Trial 

Thomas E. Kent, Crawford County Prosecutor, has announced 
that the Michigan State Court of Appeals in Lansing has denied the 
appeal of convicted murderer, Jack Edgar Rice. Rice was convic- 
ted on December 28, 1979, of murdering John Andrew Messen- 
heimer and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

During May, 1979, Mr. Rice filed a Motion for a New Trial 
alleging that the court had made an error. After extensive briefs 
were completed by Rice’s attorney and Prosecutor Kent, the 
Motion was withdrawn. Subsequently; during July of 1979, Rice 
filed an appeal with the Michigan Court of Appeals in Lansing. 

With the assistance of the Attorney General, Frank J. Kelley, 
Kent filed additional briefs and the matter was heard by the Court 
of Appeals during this past month. The Court of Appeals ruled 
favorably for the prosecution on all four of the issues raised by 
Rice’s attorney. 

The decision by the Court of Appeals means that the conviction 
and sentence will stand unless appealed by Rice to the Supreme 
Court. Kent indicated that both of Rice’s attorneys have been paid 
by public funds and that, if another appeal is forthcoming, yet 
another court appointed attorney would most likely be appointed at 
taxpayer expense.

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Little Progress in 
County-AFSCME Talks

Talks between the county and 
AFSCME (American 
Federation of State, County & 
Municipal Employees) 
representatives resumed last 
Thursday in the presence of 
State Mediator Robert Rom- 
bouts, however David Sabin, 
county negotiator, said Friday 
little progress had been made in 
reaching settlement on a new 
contract for nine court house 
employees. 

No agreement was reached 
on any of three issues which ap- 
pear to be blocking progress in 
the negotiations. The three 
stumbling blocks include make- 
up of the bargaining unit, ar- 
bitration procedures and 
economic issues. No meetings 
between the two parties are 
scheduled until Wednesday, 
March 12. Romhouts will also 
be present. 

Ina related matter, the coun- 
ty has received a stay of ar- 
bitration in the grievance filed 
by AFSCME employees over 
the question of whether Mrs. 
Nancy Krey, Deputy Clerk in 
the Clerk’s Office, should be 
removed from the payroll for 
refusing to pay the union’s ser- 
vice fee. 

Contending the grievance was 
filed outside the established 
contractual deadline, Sabin 
filed for and received the stay of 
arbitration from visiting Circuit 
Court Judge E. Patrick 
Murray. The union filed for ar- 
bitration to have the dispute 
resolved by a third party and 
the American Arbitration 
Association was in the process 
of asking for an arbitrator 
selection when Judge Murray 
issued the relief. 


Mrs. Krey refused to pay the 
service fee in June under the 
contract's so-called Agency 
Shop Provision and a grievance 
was filed November 2ist. The 
county contends the matter is 
no longer arbitrable under stilt 
another contract provision 
which establishes time 
limitations for grievance filing. 
The provision requires that a 
complaint be filed within 10 
days from the occurence giving 


rise to a grievance in order to be 
considered valid. Several mon- 
ths lapsed between the time 
Mrs. Krey discontinued 
payment of the service fee and 
filing of the grievance. 


County employees have been 
working without a contract sin- 
ce January 18th when the ex- 
tension from the original term- 
ination date of December 31st 
expired. 


Township Supports 
Per Capita Sharing

Michigan townships and other 
smali communities should be 
prepared to receive less than 
their share of state revenue if a 
bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive Mary Brown finds its way 
to law. 

HB 5257 introduced in a clan- 
destine manner late in session 
last December would defer the 
application of 1980 census 
statistics until the beginning of 
the state’s 1981 fiscal year 
which begins October Ist. 

Normally, new census data is 


used for disbursements begin- 


ning April ist. Although new 
census data is not available un- 
til after that date, adjusted 
payments can be made retroac- 
tively. 

The game being played by 
participants in HB 5257 is again 
one of ‘‘winners”’ and “‘losers’’. 
Communities with declining 
population sjnce 1970 would 
gain by the delay. Those com- 
munities experiencing growth, 
generally townships and small 


cities, and villages, would lose. 

In an attempt to opt out op- 
position, the House Taxation 
Committee allowed amendmen- 
ts to the bill to “hold harmless” 
for revenue sharing purposes a 
rollback caused by the Headlee 
amendment or an increase in 
SEV required by the State Tax 
Commission, 

These amendments are 
needed by townships to prevent 
long term losses in revenue 
sharing funds. Most represen- 
tatives interested in township 
government, however, are not 
buying this deal proposed by the 
Department of Management 
and Budget. However, 
Representative Tom Brown, D- 
Westland, has offered an amen- 
dment that calls for revenue 


‘ sharing on a straight per capita 


basis. This 
unquestionably benefit the 
over-whelming majority of 
townships and other small 
communities. With the inclu- 
sion of the per capita amen- 
dments, HB 5257 is supported by 
township officials.

Sorne senior citizens find they 
have the time to travel, others 
enjoy meeting new friends or 
taking up new hobbies; then 
there are still others on the 
workforce. If you are age 69 or 
older, no maiter what you do, 
you should be aware of certain 
tax benefits that apply to senior 
citizens. 

For instance, anyone 65° or 
older is entitled to an extra 
exemption of $1 08, up from 
last years $750. That means 
automatic reduction to income 
of $2,000 for single persons, and 
$4,000 for a married couple, 
both 85 or older, whe file a joint 
return, 

Do senior citizens have to file 
at all? In some cases, yes, since 
filing a tax return has nothing to 
do with age; it’s ineome that 
decides that question. 


Single person 65 or over do not’ 


have to file a Federal income 
tax return if their income was 
less than $4,300. The limit for a 
married couple, filing a joint 
return, with only one spouse 69 
or older, is $6,400; $7,400 if both 
spouses are 65 or over. For tax 
purposes, persons are con- 
sidered to be 65 on the day 
before their 65th birthday. In- 
cidentally, these are the new 
liberalized filing levels. Bear in 
mind, Social Security payments 
are not taxable. 

Another special benefit is the 
“Credit for the Elderly.”” The 
credit can in some cases, but 
not all, reduce taxes owed by as 
much as $375 for single persons 
and $562.56 for married couples 
who file a joint return, 

Generally available under 
certain circumstances to per- 
sons 65 or over, the credit can 
sometimes apply to those under 
65, particularly if they have 
retirement system income. 
However, in certain instances 
other income such as maximum 
Social Security payments, will 
wipe out the credit. 

Senior citizens who = are 
thinking about selling their per- 
sonal residence should consider 
the once-in-a-lifetime $100,000 
exclusion of the gain on the sale 
of it. An awareness of the tax

Program 


Your lecal soil conservation 
district. began distributing in- 
formation on it’s tree planting 
program this week, 

the Crawford-Roscommoen 
Soil Conservation District will 
be taking orders from now 
through April for pine, spruce 
and wildlife seedlings to be dis- 
tributed at the office ap- 
proximately the first week of 
May. ‘These trees, from one to 
three years of age and ranging 
in heivht from: 5-10 inches, are 
offered at the lowest possible 
cost to landowners interested in 


reforestation, wildlife, erosion 
control, windbreaks, 
hedgerows, Christmas — tree 
production and beauty, 


Seedlings can be ordered in 
quantities of 25-1 ,000 or more. 

Species available for 1980 
are: red pine, white pine, scotch 
pine, blue spruce, Norway 
spruce, white spruce and 
autumn olive. 

A cost-share program is 
available (by request) at a rate 
of up to 75% of the actual cost of 
trees and planting for conser- 
vation purposes. 

Also available this year as a 
convenience to local, as well as 
non-resident, landowners is a 
conservation work crew that 
does hand planting where 
machine planting is not 
feasible.

Public Services Announcement 
Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 


The educational records of any student enrolled in the COOR In- 
termediate School District (COOR ISD) are protected under the Family 
Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974. 

A parent or eligible student (one who has attained the age of 18 or 
is in a post secondary educational institution) may, and is encouraged, 
to review the records, The review may be done by contacting the 
building principal or the department head if the record is at the 
Educational Service Center and arranging an appointment, A member 
of the staff the parent or eligible student feels some portion of the 
record is inaccurate, misleading or otherwise in violation of privacy or 
other rights of the student, he or she may ask that the record be amen- 
ded.

The following personally identifiable infor- 
mation is declared to be ‘Directory information.’’ Student’s name and 
address, telephone number, date and place of birth, sex, participation 
in social school activities, weight and height, if in athletics, date of at- 
tendance, diplomas and honors received, latest school attended and 
major field of study. This information will be released at the discretion 
of the staff of the COOR Intermediate School District without consent 
of the parent or eligible student unless a signed directive is received by 
the COOR Intermediate School District not to release any or all of the 
above information. A form for this purpose is available at each building 
(form I-38). te 

The following educational records of students are maintained: 

Student cumulative record (CA-60}, which contains directory in- 
‘ormation and medical, educational, psychological and attendance in- 
‘ormation it is maintained at the building in which the student is 
:nrolled. 

Transportation directions will contain home addressess, alternate 
addresses, and current details about handicap of the child. 1t is main- 
-ained by the bus driver, via the school attended by the student. 

emergency cards which contain information how to reach parents 


| is maintained at the building in which the student is enrolled, 


Accident reports which contain information of any accident that 
occurs. They are maintained in the building in which the student is 
enrolled. 

Central Registry which contain directory information, type of han- 
dicaps, date of referral date of service rendered, including dates of 
initiation and termination, the name, address ang telephone number of 
the parent and the district of residence (this is not a part of the 
educational record). 1t is maintained in the office of the school atten- 
ded. 

Parents or eligible students have the right to file a complaint with 
the Family Kducational Rights and Privacy Act Office, Department of 
H.E.W., 330 Independence Avenue, S.W. Washington, D.C. 20201, 
concerning an alleged failure of the COOR Intermediate School District 
to comply with the requirement of the Act.
